Harriers to answer a 


KIDDERMINSTER HARRIERS will 
officially answer a winding up petition 
later this month - as Chris Swan’s pro¬ 
posed takeover of the club may face rival 
bidding. 

It has emerged that Harriers, who were 
presented with the petition on January 6, are 
the subject of a case brought forward by com¬ 
missioners for Her Majesty’s Revenue & 
Customs at the Royal Courts of Justice in 
Strand, London on February 23. 

It comes with Warwickshire-based busi¬ 
nessman Swan’s takeover bid, which was 
accepted last week, looking in doubt after 
speculation that a rival consortium has been 


formed to buy the club. It’s rumoured that 
current club directors are considering bor¬ 
rowing against the lease of the Aggborough 
stadium - which has 40 years to run - to raise 
the reported £120,000 needed to keep Harri¬ 
ers afloat. 

There are also claims that another £52,000 
of debt was discovered during the due dili¬ 
gence process of the club’s books, first under¬ 
taken by Swan at the back end of last week. 

Speak 

Wages are also thought to be late again and 
may be paid by cheque. 

Chairman Mark Serrell was due to speak 
with Swan on Monday but was thought to be 


winding up petititon 


unwell, putting the takeover deal—which was 
supposed to happen before the weekend - 
further back. And it might not take place at 
all, Swan admits. 

He said: “I just don’t know, one minute I 
think I am working on the deal and the next 
thing I hear that someone else is trying to put 
something together. 

“They are welcome to it, the club is more 
important than anyone but I just hope they 
have got enough money to take it forward. 

“If they trip over, I would still have a look at 
it, because I am passionate about the club but 
I am not going to do anything that hurts its 
future. 

“However, if that was to happen, it would 


probably be under different terms.” 

Swan watched Harriers play at Hayes & 
Yeading on Saturday, where the team 
thumped their hosts 4-0 in an impressive 
display, and can see plenty of potential at Agg¬ 
borough. But he is willing to step aside if the 
club does not want his help. 

He said: “I went along to see the match as 
part of the due diligence process, to take a 
look at the team but I have watched them play 
a couple of times. 

“No-one is bigger than the club and, if the 
directors don’t believe it’s the right thing to 
do, I will respect that.” 

Harriers chairman Mark Serrell was 
unavailable for comment. 


NEW THREAT TO 
FLOWER SHOW

M embers of 

Stour port’s 
Horticultural 
Society are “disgusted” 
after a council blunder 
presented a second 
threat to the annual 
show. 

The event at The River¬ 
side Meadows is already 
grappling with health and 
safety requirements from 
Wyre Forest District 
Council. 

Now the council has written to 
say fees for the two-day festival 
could go up by 600 per cent. 

Previous costs were around £60 
a day, with a £50 deposit refund¬ 
able if the field is left in a good con¬ 
dition. The group has retrieved its 
deposit every year. 

But the council is now suggest¬ 
ing the group must pay £360 per 
day with a £500 deposit. 

Angela Phillips, secretary of the 
Horticultural Society, said: “We 
just don’t make that kind of 
money. If this is going to be the 
case, and if the council refuse to 
back down, the show has had it.” 

However, Councillor David 
Little has contacted cabinet 
member Councillor Tracey 
Onslow and confirmed that the 
figures are not accurate. 

Although it is still likely that 
fees will increase, Councillor 
Little believes they will do so by 
£30 to £40 extra for each day, 
which Mrs Phillips confirmed 
would be acceptable. 

“I have been in touch with 


Tracey Onslow because to suggest 
such a dramatic increase in rates 
for a show of this nature is just 
ridiculous,” said Councillor Little. 

“She has informed me that the 
fees set out in the letter to Mrs 
Phillips aren’t accurate and that 
they will need to be revised. 

“It is likely that there will still 
be an increase but by a more rea¬ 
sonable amount. 

“Anything more than £60 per 
day, in my eyes, just cannot be jus¬ 
tified. 

“I hope this issue can be sorted 
because the society is having 
enough problems already. It would 
be such a shame if the show was 
forced out of the town - it is a very 
important feature of Stourport.” 

SHOCKED 

Mrs Phillips said that members 
of the society who attended an 
AGM meeting on January 27 were 
“shocked and disgusted” by the 
initial letter. 

“I feel like they are trying to 
push us off the field,” she said. 

“We have definitely got a fight 
on our hands and it’s such a shame 
because if the council carry on like 
this Stourport will be nothing 
more than a ghost town.” 

The society remains concerned 
by the council’s stance that all 
stallholder vehicles must be on the 
car park rather than behind the 
stalls. 

The measure is to reduce any 
possible danger to the public, but 
society members reckon the move 
would cause major problems in 
moving heavy plants to the stalls. 

“Nobody can understand the 


logic behind this,” said Mrs 
Phillips. “Not only have they com¬ 
pletely ignored the issues about 
the vehicles that I outlined in my 
first letter, but now they are sug¬ 
gesting that we pay way over the 
odds — a despicable proposal. 

“We are livid that a show like 
this is falling victim to serious 
council errors when we already 
have enough to worry about.” 

Councillor Onslow, cabinet 
member for community and part¬ 
nership services, said: “We want to 
support the society and this event 
and we will discuss any issues 
with the organisers in order to 
resolve them prior to the event. 

“Obviously, like the organisers 
themselves, we have to ensure 
visitor safety and we have not 
changed any of our requirements 
in this regard from last year. 

“In light of the current financial 
position we have had to review our 
pricing in line with other districts 
and we will be discussing this with 
the society.” 

Former stall holder Phillip 
Donovan, of York Street, Stour¬ 
port, has written to Councillor 
Onslow to express his concern. 

“I fear that the council are cav¬ 
illing over nothing,” he said. 

“It is sad that they deem it nec¬ 
essary to pick on a charity event 
that has given Stourport people so 
much pleasure over the years. 

“I trust common sense will 
prevail.” 

Stourport Carnival organiser 
Peter Roberts said he has yet to 
receive any council correspon¬ 
dence about fees for this year’s 
event.

New leisure 
centre is 
one option 


A NEW leisure centre could be built in the 
Wyre Forest district — but one or more of three 
existing centres could close following a review. 

The future of the service is under the spotlight in 
a bid to cut the £ 1.2million annual bill for the upkeep 
of leisure centres in the district. 

Wyre Forest District Council has agreed to allo¬ 
cate £35,000 from its reserves to study possible loca¬ 
tions and costings for a new centre as one of three 
options under consideration. 

The new building - 
would be used by sport¬ 
ing and other community 
groups. 

Income from increased 
use would help pay for 
the building’s running 
costs and reduce the 
amount of money needed 
from council coffers. 

Older leisure centres 
could then be closed. 

Under another option, 
community groups or 
private companies could 
take over the existing 
centres - Kiddermin¬ 
ster’s Forest Glades, 

Bewdley Leisure Centre 
and Stourport Leisure 
Centre. 

Contract 

The third idea is to 
maintain the status quo 
with the DC Leisure 
group managing the sites 
on behalf of the council. 

But the council is con¬ 
cerned this will lead to 
extra management and 
maintenance costs. 

The council is looking 
at its options as the man¬ 
agement contract with 
DC Leisure expires in 
March 2013. 

Findings of the review 
are to be reported later in 
the year and then a final 
decision made on the 
option to be pursued. 

Council leader Coun¬ 
cillor John Campion said: 

“This offers us an oppor¬ 
tunity to enter into a new 
phase in terms of the 
leisure services we 
provide. Whatever the 
findings the authority 
still has a vital role to 
play. 

“We want to remain a 
presence in terms of 
leisure in this area.” 

Councillor Fran 

Oborski said it was vital 
to protect Bewdley Youth 
Centre, which is part of 
the leisure centre build¬ 
ing. “Whatever decision 
arises from this review 
we have to ensure that 
provision is not affected,” 
she said. 


Mapping 
future 
of town 

STOURPORT residents 
are to have a say in the 
future of the town's 
public buildings and 
facilities as part of a 
major new project. 

Residents and commu¬ 
nity groups are being 
asked to help map the 
town’s public and com¬ 
munity assets, such as 
Stourport Civic Facilities 
and community centres.

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Life is a drama for 
new theatre school

THE FOUNDER of a new theatre school in Kid¬ 
derminster aims to give her students lessons in 
drama - and life skills. 

Angela Apparicio has opened The Apparicio 
Theatre School, which offers classes for all ages, 
including adults, and hopes she can inspire her stu¬ 
dents and other single mothers. 

Mrs Apparicio, now 46, has not always been a drama 
teacher - she had a business with her then husband but 
decided 10 years ago to pursue a childhood dream by going 
back to college and finishing a two-year performing arts 
course. 

It was a tough decision for the mother of three. But such 
was her passion for performance that she enrolled in the 
Worcester College of Technology. Mrs Apparicio, of Spindle 
Close, Kidderminster said: “It was very scary because I’m a 
single parent, but it was definitely worthwhile.” 

Most of the students with her at Worcester were far 
younger, but during her time at the college she gained 14 
distinctions and eight merits. Now The Angela Apparicio 
Award is given annually to the highest graded student. 

Mrs Apparicio said: “The 
best two years of my life were 
spent at the Worcester College 
of Technology. 

“I would recommend it to 
anyone, it was the best, most 
happiest time of my life.” 

She first began teaching at a 
theatre school based at The 
Holy Trinity School, Kidder¬ 
minster, and then went on to 
work at Worcester College of 
Technology and the Swan 
Youth Theatre, Worcester. 

At the youth theatre she not 
only taught, but wrote tailor 
made plays to ensure all the 
students had speaking parts. 

But Mrs Apparicio found 
that many of the children 
wanted to take drama classes 
solely, without the added 
dancing and musical element 
offered by theatre schools. 

This encouraged her to open 
her own theatre school, to 
Drama tutor teach not only drama but also

dence skills. She said: “The 
most important thing I want 
to work on is children’s confi¬ 
dence, and teach them that 
they are all special regardless 
of shape, size or how academi¬ 
cally clever they are. 

Stressful 

“At most job interviews 
today we have to present and 
sell ourselves; the skills 
learned will help them with all 
of this. 

“I will also be teaching then 
breathing and relaxation tech¬ 
niques which will help them 
during stressful times like 
exams.” The classes run every 


Friday at St Barnabas School 
in Wolverley Road, Kidder¬ 
minster. They include a junior 
class for school years two to 
six, running from 4.15-5.15pm 
and costing £5, and an inter¬ 
mediate class for school years 
seven to 11 from 5.15-6.45pm, 
price £7.50. 

There is also an adult class 
running from 6.45-745pm 
costing £5, to offer those 
taking it an opportunity to get 
away from everyday life and 
do something fun for them¬ 
selves. Details on 07527 
733611. 

Mrs Apparicio also has an 
Apparicio Theatre School in 


Malvern, with classes running 
on Saturday mornings, and is 
still working at the Swan 
Youth Theatre. 

It’s a huge leap, but she 
insisted: “I have no regrets, I 
have 100 per cent done the 
right thing. 

Wings 

“I truly hope that I will be an 
inspiration to other single 
mothers and late starters who 
are thinking of going back to 
school. Just do it!” added Mrs 
Apparicio. 

“Sometimes you just have to 
jump and build your wings on 
your way down.”

Hope of reprieve on car passes 


RESIDENTS have been given 
fresh hope of a reprieve for car 
park passes threatened under pro¬ 
posed changes in Bewdley. 

The permits are used by people 
who do not have parking spaces 
outside their homes in Dog Lane 
and Severnside North. 

Under a Wyre Forest District 
Council review of car parking, the 
restricted passes on Dog Lane are 
to be scrapped because of concerns 
that too many spaces are being 
taken by permit holders. 

But the council has now said the 


move will be considered again 
before a full report on the changes 
is brought before the cabinet. 

The move comes after a panel of 
councillors recommended the 
passes should be kept following an 
in-depth look at the planned 
changes. 

Retained 

The permits allow residents to 
pay for parking on the car park 
and at nearby Gardeners Meadow, 
where passes are to be retained. 

The panel also suggested an 


investigation into an independent 
group taking over the running of 
the rarely-used Horsefair car 
park. It also asked for 60 minutes’ 
free parking on Monday to Satur¬ 
day at some of the car parks. 

At a meeting Councillor Marcus 
Hart, cabinet member for housing 
and environmental services, said 
all of the recommendations had 
been noted. “A lot of these sugges¬ 
tions are only minor changes to 
the proposals presently put 
forward and will be considered in 
the report,” he said. 


Runners

Metal thieves 
grab £70,000 


of SVR 


THIEVES stole copper sheets 
worth between £50,000 and 
£70,000 from the Severn Valley 
Railway. 

The night-time raid on the boiler 
works at Bridgnorth is said to have 
been “pre-planned and highly profes¬ 
sional”. The gang broke in through an 
air vent on Thursday, January 20 after 
first disabling a security alarm. 

They then hot-wired the 30-ton 
capacity overhead gantry crane, using 
it to lift 11 one-inch and 5/8th gauge 
copper sheets into a van or lorry which 
they had reversed into the building. 

Chains 

The copper sheets, of varying sizes 
up to 10ft x 6ft and weighing an esti¬ 
mated six tons in total, had been cut to 
size and designated as replacement 
sections for the fireboxes of several 
locomotives. 

The thieves even took the chains 
from the gantry crane. 

The affected engines include Fowler 
‘Jinty’ No.47383 and Stanier 8F 
No.48773. The railway is offering a 
£5,000 reward for information leading 
to the recovery of the stolen copper. 

Just 24 hours before, the raiders had 
made an unsuccessful attempt to 
break into the boiler shop. 

As a result, the SVR immediately 
brought in specialist advisors check 


copper 

site security. Undeterred by their 
failure the thieves returned, using two 
ladders - one propped on top of 
another - to smash the security alarm 
16 feet up on the outside wall of the 
building, and broke down the rein¬ 
forced air -vent grille to gain access to 
the works. 

Not content with the copper sheets, 
the gang also stole a made-up outside 
steam pipe from another locomotive, 
Hawksworth 0-6-0PT No. 1501. 

Scene of crime officers from West 
Mercia Police have been studying 
scrapes on the wall of the Boiler Shop 
thought to have been caused by a 
vehicle, and footprints in the dust on 
the floor. The theft was discovered at 
7.30am the day after. 

Compensated 

The SVR has installed new security 
arrangements at Bridgnorth and at 
other sites on the railway and tight¬ 
ened its procedures. 

It is likely that the railway will be 
compensated for the full cost of the 
stolen copper by its insurers, but 
general manager Nick Ralls said: “It’s 
still sickening - a kick in the guts. This 
wasn’t an opportunist crime, it was 
well-planned. We didn’t need this.” 

Metal shortages mean the firebox 
plates could even be shipped to China 
or America, thinks Bridgnorth boiler 
contracts manager Duncan Ballard.

A SKIMMING device has 
been found on a cash 
machine in Cookley, near 
Kidderminster. 

The device, at the 
Royal Bank of Scotland 
machine at Tesco 
Express, Bridge Road, 
was recovered by police 
on Friday, January 28, 
after a customer reported 
it to shop staff. 

A card reader was 
found along with a 
camera from a mobile 
phone, which it is 
believed was filming PIN 
numbers. 

The machine was 
closed temporarily while 
it was checked by an 
engineer. 

Scenes of crime officers 
examined the device and 
camera, which have now 
been sent off for further 
analysis. 

Pc Lee Halford said: 
“People who have used 
this cash machine 
recently should be aware 
that this device has been 
found and we would 
advise them to check 
their bank statements 
carefully.”

Christmas boost 
on drink-drivers 


DRINK-DRIVING in West Mercia 
fell over the Christmas period, 
new figures reveal. 

Just eight per cent of drivers tested 
for drink or drugs over the Christmas 
period failed. 

Last year the figure was just over nine 
per cent, said the region’s Safer Roads Part¬ 
nership. 

Encouraging 

Those testing positive following a colli¬ 
sion also fell, from nearly six per cent over 
Christmas 2009 to just under five per cent 
last year. 

The Safer Roads Partnership in West 
Mercia supported the national THINK 
Drink drive campaign throughout the 


region. It also worked closely with other 
agencies, such as local authorities, fire and 
rescue services and West Mercia Police on 
various local events and initiatives. 

The campaign also supported extra 
enforcement measures by West Mercia 
Police. 

Main focus of the campaign was on 
people aged 17 to 29. Young people are over 
represented in crash statistics in West 
Mercia. 

Figures from the Safer Roads Partner¬ 
ship indicate that one in three collisions in 
West Mercia which have alcohol or drugs as 
a contributory factor involve a young 
driver. 

Over the past three years (November 
2007 to October 2010), 195 people were 
killed or seriously injured in West Mercia 


as a result of collisions involving drink or 
drugs. 

Vicki Bristow, the partnership’s commu¬ 
nications manager, said: “Although the per¬ 
centage drop isn’t large, it’s encouraging 
that the number of positive breath tests we 
are seeing overall and after collisions is 
steadily reducing. 

Encouraging 

“However, there are still a significant 
number of motorists ignoring the simple 
message that drinking or taking drugs and 
driving ruins lives.” 

Superintendent Matt Mead of West 
Mercia Police said: “There are still far too 
many irresponsible drivers ignoring the 
devastating consequences that drinking 
and driving can cause.”

A PROFESSIONAL gambler from Kid¬ 
derminster accused of killing his wife and 
dumping her body in an American 
national park will be extradited to the 
USA to stand trial. 

Marcus Bebb-Jones, who denies murdering 
his 31-year-old wife Sabrina in Colorado, could 
now face the death penalty, if convicted, after 
losing an appeal at London’s High Court. 

Home Office officials had ordered his extradition 
to the USA last year but the 47-year-old, of Merton 
Close, launched a legal challenge in a bid to block the 
process. 

But at the High Court last Thursday Bebb-Jones 
signed a consent order withdrawing his appeal. 


He later attempted to 
withdraw it but Lord 
Justice Gross and Mr 
Justice Davis rejected 
the application and for¬ 
mally dismissed his 
appeal. 

Potentially he faces 
the death penalty, or 
mandatory life imprison¬ 
ment without parole, if 
convicted. 

Bebb-Jones is well- 
known on the Midlands 
gambling circuit for 
winning thousands of 
pounds in poker tourna¬ 
ments. 

Hotel 

He ran a hotel in 
Grand Junction, Col¬ 
orado, with his wife 
before her disappearance 
in 1997. Her skull was 
found in 2004 by which 
time Bebb-Jones had 
returned to the UK. He is 
accused of murdering her 
on September 16, 1997. 

In a hearing at the 
High Court last year, 
lawyers said he had not 
reported his wife missing 
and is alleged to have 
told a hotel worker not to 
report the disappear¬ 
ance. He is also said to

have given differing 
accounts of his wife’s 
whereabouts and, on 
September 17 1997, is 
said to have embarked on 
a spending spree in Las 
Vegas. 

The previous hearing 
was told this culminated 
in him shooting himself 
with a pistol - although 
he escaped life-threaten¬ 
ing injuries. 

Bebb-Jones has said he 
went to Las Vegas to look 
for his wife. 

At last week’s hearing 
Lord Justice Gross said: 
“To avoid any further 
reflection, we pronounce 
the dismissal of the 
appeal.”

SHEILA Steafel, like most 
actresses of a certain age, has 
melted away from our TV 
screens, which is a shame 
because she was one of the 
most gifted comic character 
actresses of the 1960s and 
70s. 

Even in her autobiography 
When Harry Met Sheila (Apex, 
hardback, £12.99) she shares 
billing with her former 
husband of six years, the late 


Steptoe And Son actor Harry 
H Corbett. This is no great 
work of showiz history but 
Sheila is engagingly honest, 
both about her unhappy child¬ 
hood in apartheid-era South 
Africa and her relationship 
with Harry H. 

There are lots of anecdotes 
from the golden age of British 
TV in the 1960s when Sheila 
had roles in such pioneering 
shows as David Frost’s Frost

Over England in 1966 with 
John Cleese and Ronnies 
Barker and Corbett and in 
dramas ranging from Z Cars to 
The Prisoner. Those in their 
40s may remember her as the 
White Lady in children’s TV 
series The Ghosts of Motley 
Hall, though perhaps her 
finest TV moments were as 
Miss Popsy Wopsy, the aspir¬ 


ing music hall star of The 
Good Old Days. 

She had character roles 
with the Royal Shakespeare 
Company and one-woman 
shows during the 1980s and 
90s but seems to have blown 
her chances of returning to 
screens via the BBC with a few 
ill-timed diva strops. 

Her last role on stage was 
as Mrs Brice in the 2008 
Chichester Festival revival of 


the musical Funny Girl. She 
now regrets saying that if it 
was the last work she ever did 
it would have been worth it... 
she hasn’t had a major acting 
job since. “I only wish that 
Whoever is Up There hadn’t 
taken me quite so literally!” 

The book features a warm¬ 
hearted introduction from 
Claire Rayner, written shortly 
before her death last year.

Audiobook 


WRITER, broadcaster and histo¬ 
rian Bill Bryson is good 
company, which makes his 
latest audiobook an experience 
like listening to an entertaining 
and informative friend. 

The Anglophile American, 
who first moved to England in 
1977, has written books on his 
travels and a hugely popular 
science book, A Short History of 
Nearly Everything. 

But he turns his attention 
closer to home, indeed his own, 
in At Home: A Short History of 
Private Life (£14.99, Random 
House Audiobooks). 

Moving from room to room 
and looking at everyday objects, 
he uncovers the extraordinary in 
the ordinary. 

Each room or object is the 
starting point for an exploration 
of history and human ingenuity, 
the who-why-when-and-where 
of how the modern home came 
to be, which, naturally, also 
teaches us a lot about how 
people used to live in the past. 

The surprises come thick and 
fast and will supply the listener 
with an endless store of did-you- 
know anecdotes. 

The book, even in an abridged 
form, takes six hours for Bryson

to read over five CDs. Thankfully, 
it remains consistently interest¬ 
ing and his warm midwestern 
tone is easy on the ear. 

Less easy on the ear is the 
bogus Russian accent of Alek¬ 
sandr Orlov, the ‘author’ who 
reads A Simples Life (£4.99, 
Random House Audiobooks), a 
spoof biography of the Mus¬ 
covite Meerkats who feature in a 
popular series of television 
adverts.

Showstopper! The Improvised Musical 

Arena Theatre 

LIVING on their wits, the Showstopper ensemble 
never perform the same show twice. This fast-think¬ 
ing, highly-talented group create a musical on the 
spot from suggestions shouted by the audience. 

This makes for a unique and exciting experience 
with the audience an integral part of the process. 

It’s like a Whose Line Is It Anyway sketch but mas¬ 
sively expanded and given a West End flavour. 

Showstopper recently made the transition to BBC 
Radio 4’s 6.30 comedy slot on Wednesdays, and the 
Wolverhampton audience came prepared with 
ideas at this one-nighter on Friday. 

Six actor/singers were accompanied by a key¬ 
boardist and, with only a few props, had to create 
magic from the combination of title, location, era 
and musical theatre styles. These were chosen by 
narrator, Sean McCann, from audience sugges¬ 
tions. He certainly put the actors through their paces 
with increasingly bizarre stage directions. 

So, largely due to audience member Geoff, we 
saw the 90-minute musical An Afternoon On A Ship 
about a cruise ship sailing from Dudley Port to 
Bermuda, where love blossoms between sailor Trey 
(Oliver Senton) and Black Country housewife Louise 
(brilliant Pippa Evans) despite the presence of her 
cross-dressing husband Peter (Andrew Pugsley), 
one half of cabaret cruise act Foxfire. Throw into the 
mix a singing waxwork Chinaman and a kung fu 
fighting dog, and you see just how surreal it got. But 
the song styles remained spot on, with the Phantom 
of the Opera and Les Miserables pastiches being 
real showstoppers. Leon Burakowski 

Milton Jones. Wolverhampton Civic Hall 

SHARP, quick-witted, erudite, haphazard, surreal, 
endearing. All these are true of comics’ comic Milton 
Jones, who gave his audience a night to remember 
with his off-beat, unorthodox humour. 

In fact, this was two Miltons for the price of one, 
with the first support act being his ‘granddad’, a 
delightful 15-minute ditty covering an alternative 
view of important moments in history set the stan¬ 
dard, detailing such events as the world’s first 
weather report and how Mozart actually met a grisly 
and untimely death. 

Don’t be fooled by the silly shirts or ridiculous hair; 
Jones is as clever as they come and handles audi¬ 
ence banter with aplomb, seemingly armed with 
killer lines for every eventuality throw at him. 

The influences of Tommy Cooper and Ronnie 
Barker are evident but this is a comedian who puts 
his own indelible mark on the comedy circuit, 
dishing out fast-paced one-liners better than 
anyone, usually laced with charming word play. 

No joke is more than a few lines long and the sub¬ 
jects covered during an exuberant 80-minute set are 
too many to list, but not once does he reduce 
himself to swearing or toilet humour. As every good 
comedian does, he leaves the audience wanting 
more; at this rate we’ll all be seeing a lot more of him.

Eye-catching Italian has edge 


S OMETIMES it takes a clever 
piece of technology or simply a 
particular engine to make you 
look at a car in a different light. 

In the case of Fiat’s 500, the Italian 
firm’s Twinair two-cylinder petrol engine 
is a revelation. 

Delivering low emissions and fuel con¬ 
sumption with the energy and character of its 
pioneering predecessor, the two-pot 500 is a 
joy to drive. 

At the other end of the performance spec¬ 
trum is the 500C Abarth. Fans of the 500 will 
instantly be familiar with the Abarth’s go- 
faster connotations. In a nutshell, the tuning 
sub-brand offers affordable sporting thrills 
thanks to a range of well judged upgrades - 
not a million miles from Abarth’s roots. 

Concept 

The 500 Abarth isn’t an entirely new 
concept. You’ve been able to buy such a car 
for some time. What hasn’t been possible 
until recently was to buy one in convertible 
form. As if a 140 horsepower 500 wasn’t 
decadent enough, Fiat have cut the roof off. 

Strictly speaking the 500C boasts a roll 
back roof, as the car retains the door frame 
structure of its tin-top relative. This fabric 
cover can be electrically wound back the 
car’s full length, includes a heated glass 
screen and offers near-hatchback levels of 
refinement when in place. 

Somehow, even though a hatchback 
Abarth exists, it’s hard not to be charmed by 
the 500C model and its enhanced features. 
Certainly, with the roof down, it’s easier to 
hear the car’s feisty engine thanks in part to a 
pair of oversize exhaust pipes. 

Those pipes join a modest but purposeful 
bodykit, chunky steering wheel, supportive 
sports seats, stylish alloy wheels and, cru-

cially, retuned suspension settings. Ah yes, 
the main reason for buying the 500C Abarth is 
its performance potential. And while it won’t 
worry the genuine hot hatchbacks occupying 
higher price points, the usable and accessible 
nature of this 500’s performance is not to be 
sneezed at. 

The 1.4-litre turbo petrol motor might 
produce “only” 140 horsepower, but in a car 
this size that’s plenty. This rev-happy engine 
snarls its way along, emitting a buzzy, impa¬ 
tient sound that’s highly addictive. 

In an unusual move, the 500C Abarth 
comes with a semi-auto gearbox complete 
with steering wheel paddleshifters.

It’s unusual for two reasons: Such technol¬ 
ogy isn’t cheap, yet Fiat has managed to posi¬ 
tion the car competitively, plus this 
technology divides opinion. Luddites will 
bemoan the lack of a clutch pedal - the 500’s 
gearbox is essentially a manual ‘box with the 
clutch action controlled electronically. 

In practice, leaving the car in Auto mode 
does require the driver to second-guess shift 
points and feather the throttle accordingly. 
And, yes, that does take practice. However,
